Mammoth Departmental 
and Mail Order Business 


Outside Capitalists Look Over Field for Establishment of Most 
Modern Institution in Dominion and Choose This 
City Because Railways Will Make It Best 
Disiributing Center. 


A huge, modern departmental store, which will be one 
of the largest and most up-to-date in America, is now in the 
contemplation stage for First street, Edmonton, an engineer 
representing Vancouver and other capital being now in the 
city looking over the ground and preparing a report to present 
to those he represents. 

It is stated that the Vancouver capitalists have had in 
mind the building of a large department store in one of the 
cities of the Canadian west, which will have all the features 
found in the latest institutions” of the kind in New York, 
Chicago and Philadelphia. After carefully looking over the 
country, they picked on Edmonton as the spot where such 
a store would pay best, and now have their engineer here 
making what may probably prove to be preliminary arrange- 
ments for the construction of the building.

ROUTE OF A. & GW. 
DEFINITELY FIAED 


Goes East of Original Survey 
and Farther From Atha- 
basca Line, 


BIG INFLUX OF SETTLERS 
| EXPECTED THIS SUMMER 


Two Hundred Men_ Clearing 
Right of Way; Thirty 
Miles Graded, 


Remarkable progress has been made 
on the preliminary work on the Al- 
lberta and Great Waterways railway, 
indicating that the statement recently 
made to the Capital by J, D, McArthur, 
contractor for the line, that steel 
would be at Lac la Biche by the end 
of this year, will be made good if men 
and money can do it. 

The detailed route for the first 125 
miles of the road has been filed with 
the provincial department of railways, 
200 men are at work clearing the right 
of way, 30 miles of grading has been 
completed, supplies have been taken 
in for the summer's work, steel is on 
the way and every possible prepara- 
tion is being made for work to’ pro- 
ceed without delay as soon as the 
frost Is out of the ground, 

The route {s more easterly than the 
one proposed by the Rutherfard gov- 
ernment, and further from the Atha- 
basca line 6f the Canadian Northern, 
It is expected that there will be a great 
incoming of settlers this spring and 
summer, now that the route is defl- 
nitely fixed. : 

The junction of the A. & G.W. with 
the FE. D. & B. C, is two miles north 
of the Sturgeon River, and ten miles 
northwest of ‘Namao, in’ the  south- 
west corner of township 24, range 665, 
Thence the A, & G. W. travels north-

Beard of Health will Notify C. P.R. 
Stock Yard Nuisance Must be Abated 


Several very important matters were 
dealt with yesterday evening at the 
regular monthly meeting of the board 
of health, held in the civic building, at 
which all members of the board were 
present, Dr. Park being in the chair. 
In brief the matters considered and the 
disposition of same are as follows: 

Agreed to placard butcher shops 
and grocery stores against the 
practice of allowing dogs to run at 
large. 

Decidéd to arrange, if possible, 
for building bylaw amendment 
compelling shack owners to take 
out permits. 

Arranged for messenger service 
between the provincial laboratory 
and the office of Dr. Whitelaw. 

Decided to notify C-P.R. officials 
that nuisance at south side stock 
yards must be abated, 

Arranged for a meeting with the 
Separate School board to provide 
for médical inspection of Separate 
schools. 

Extended Scope of work now 
being done by Milk Inspector Gra- 
ham. 

Having considered the nuisance with | 
which butehers and grocers have to 
contend daily, the board of health ap- 
proved of the suggestion that placards 
be posted in all such stores, calling the 
attention of the public to the fact that 
it is a nuisanee to allow dogs to run 
at large into these places of business. 
This decision has been reached with 
a View to assisting the owners of 
these stores in enforcing these sani- 
tary regulations without the neecssity 
of offending their customers. In al- 


most every grocery store and butcher 
shop there are food stuffs within the 
reach of the dogs and therefore an 
effort will be made in this direction to 
exclude all dogs from the stores. 
Should Take Licence. 
3uilding Inspector N. A. Melvor was 
in attendance at the meeting, and dis- 
cussed with the mempers of the board 
tho advisability of having all shack 
owners take out licenses the same as 
if they were owners of buildings. The 
idea is that at present when it is not 
necessary tq take out a permti for the 
erection of a shack, these are being 
built all over the city, and neither the 
building inspector nor the health de- 
partment has any knowledge of the 
conditions until they run across them, 
usually Indirectly. The matter was 
finally referred to the building inspec- 
tor and the city solicitor to arrange if 
possible for an amendment to the 
building bylaw that would give the 
building inspector the authority to 
issue licenses for shacks in future. 
Want Messenger Service. 

A messenger service in connection | 
with the work of the health depart- 
ment was then taken up. The work 
at the provincial laboratory is in- 
creasing and as a result there are at 
present delays in the transmission of 
samples from the department as well, 
as from individual doctors, The view 
was expressed that if a messenger boy 
was kept on duty at the office of the 
medical health department in the city 
hall, samples for analysis at the labo- 
ratory could be tested with dispatch

Sir Edward Grey Makes Pronouncement on Benton Killing 
Before the House—Would Welcome Any Steps 
Taken by United States, But Great Britain 


Cannot Demand Armed Intervention. 


London, March 3.—The British government’s view that 
no immediate action could be taken by it in connection with 
the deadlock over the investigation into the death at Juarez 
of William S. Benton was made plain today in the house of 
commons by Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign secretary, 
Sir Edward was, however, equally explicit in pointing out that 
if Great Britain failed to secure satisfaction through the United 
States, the British government reserved itself the right to 
secure reparation, whenever it was able to do so. 

The promised pronouncement on the Mexican situation 
from the foreign secretary had been anxiously awaited. — It 
was delivered before a keenly interested gathering of the mem- 
bers of the house of commons. Intense reseatment had been

The argument was very thin and frail.

FISHERIES ON Tht 
BOUNDARY WATERS 


Proposed Agreement Between 
Canada and United States

Ottawa, March 8.—Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
jer In the house yesterday asked what 
was the present status of the fisheries 
regulations on boundary waters. He

WOODROOFE’S REASON 
FOR QUITTING POST AS 
ST. RY. SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Edmonton Capital: 

Sir,--Having noted with surprise and 
misgiving the public statement which 
was credited to Mr. W. F. Woodroofe, 
superintendent of the street railway de- 
partment, that he had resigned because 
an sgreement entered into with the 
Street Railway Men's union was too 
much In favor of the men, and against 
the city’s interests, I wrote Mr. Wood- 
roofe in connection with the matter, a 
letter in which I put the matter before 
him in the following manner, 

“In connection with your announced 
resignation as superintendent of the 
Edmonton Municipal Street railway, I 
note that you have given as a reason 
that some person or persons authorized 
or had signed an agreement with the 
Street Railway Men's unton, which you 
disapproved of, and that this isthe rea- 
son why your resignation as superin- 


tendent of the street railway was 
placed, 
“If this is the case, undoubtedly, 


there must be a very serious defect in 
the new street railway men's agree- 
ment, and as lam very much Interested 
in the proper solution of all of these 
kind of difficulties, and as I think 1 
have always treated you most fairly, 
either as a citizen or as an alderman, 
I wish to point out to you one or two 
things. 

“This (alleged) statement of yours 
coming as {It does on top of a large 
amount of absolute mis-representation 
in connection with either organized or 
disorganized Sroups of working men 
during the present year, has undoubt- 
edly the effect of placing the members 
of this year’s Edmonton administration 
In the position of being willing to un- 
duly favor a labor union at the expense 
of the city, which position not only 
would bring down upon those respon- 
sible for the same, the Just condem- 
nation of the citizens at large. Further, 
I must ask you to let me know in what

zie, then premier of the dominion. 
Lell’s first receipts from his invention 
were derived from the rental charged 
for these telephones, Premier Macken- 
zie was probably the first man in his- 
tory to become enraged at a telephone 
and threaten to “tear it out by the 
roots,” although millions have since 
made similar threats. The Ottawa line 
was crude, and communication was 
often cut off in the middle of a con- 
versation, this being due to mechanical 
defects and not the interference of a 
telephone girl, and !t was this that 
aroused the Canadian prime minister's 
ire. Long distance music was first 
heard over the Ottawa line, as Lady 
Dufferin often sang and played’ the 
piano at Rideau Hall and the music 
was clearly heard at the other ter- 
minus of the line, two miles away. 

Bell's persistence in spite of all ob- 
stacles and his continual i!mprove- 
ments, finally won the day, and made 
him a multi-milllonaire, .while his 
company has become a glant corpora- 
tlon to which “get-rich-quick” swind- 
lers point as an example of what can 
be accomplished with a small invest- 
ment “on the ground floor.” 


The Right Hon, Sir Ernest Cassel, 
the eminent English multi-milllénaire 
merchant and financier, was born in 
Cologne sixty-two years ago today. 
Sir*Ernest has been the financial ad- 
viser of English royalty, and last 
month, it Is reported, Queen Mary 
made a profit of $35,000 by a deal on 
the stock exchange, undertaken on Sir 
Ernest Cassel's advice. The financier 
has not only been knighted in Eng- 
land, but has been accorded high hon- 
ors by the governments of Prussia, 
France, Sweden and Turkey, from all 
of which countries he has received 
decorations. 


TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


Lieut. Schwatka, of the United 
States Navy, who had led an overland 
“Franklin search expedition” in the 
Summer and Autumn of 1879, reached 
the most northerly. Hudson's Bay 
station on his return trip 34 years ago 
today, March 8, 1880, Schwatka’s 
party was the 22nd to underiuke the 
difficult task of searching for the re- 
lics of the Sir John Franklin polar ex- 
pedition, which had been swallowed 
up by the ferocious Northland In 1845. 
In 1850 Her Majesty's government of- 
fered a reward of $100,000 to any party 
of any country that should render ef- 
ficlent assistance to the crews of 
Franklin's missing ships, the Erebus 
and the Terror, Many expeditions 
were dispatched, both from England 
and America, and in 1859 indisput- 
able proofs were obtained of the death 
of Sir John and his gallant men. It 
remalned, however, for Lieut. Schwat- 
ka to find the bodies of the Franklin 
party. He set up memorials and 
brought away the remains of Lieut. 
John Irving, of the Terror. Although 
|the party reached the Hudson's Bay 
outpost on the fringe-of civilization in 
)March, 1880, it was not until the fol- 
lowing September that the explorers 
arrived In Canada with thelr grim re- 
lics.

and labor council on the question of the 
petition to investigate the police force. 

After Mr. Farmilto had read a letter 
from the city clerk acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the resolution and informing 
them of its disposition, Mr. Elliott 
asked him if the statements in the 
daily press of his speech at the city 
council meeting were true. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Farmilo used the 
word “parasites” in his address, and he 
stated in reply to Mr. Elliott that he 
had not said that ministers were para- 
sites, but that he had applied that 
word to people who lived by unpaid 
labor, A rather hot discussion fol- 
lowed, Mr, Elliott stating that Mr. 
Farmilo had not been sent before the 
elty council to express his socialistic 
views, but to represent the trades and 
labor body, 

No Political Opinions. 
Mr. Farmilo, in defence of his action, 


said that he had not expressed any 
political opinions, and had = so_ stated 
before making the opinions of the 


council known. He had been justified 
in the use of the word “parasite” as 
the resolution which had been unani- 
mously passed by the council had used 
the very same word, Only two dele- 
gates supported Mr, Elliott, one of 
whom was a new member to the coun- 
cil and the other not being present at 
the meeting at which the resolution 
Was passed. 

Another side of the opinions of the 
workers of the city regarding the ques- 
tion was presented with the hearing 
“a resolution passed by the = car- 
penters’ and joiners’ union, which up- 
held the action of the council in regard 
to the petition for a police investiga- 
tion, It read in part as follows; 

Church and Politics. 

“The day has passed when this city 
or any other city should be governed 
by the chureh either directly or by 
proxy, and whereas recent events show 
that the church is taking a very accive 
part in politics, which part is and -has 
been directly against the interests of 
the workers who produce all wealth, 
Therefore be it resolved.” 

The council endorsed the efforts be- 
ing made by the local blacksmiths’ 
union to secure shorter working hours,
